a direct line.

W e are m aking 60 to 65 knots.” 
The m essage indicated the G raf at 
th a t hour w as about 670 nautical miles 
directly east of New York, differing 
slightly fropi the com putations, and 
th a t she w as m aking approxim ately 
69 to 74 land m iles an hour. 
At 1:42 P. M. EST, 14 hours after 
the Zeppelin sailed from here, naval 
com m unications m en unofficially est! 
m ated her distance travelled up 
then as betw een 840 and 910 nautical 
miles.

H er com m ander, Dr. H ugo E ckener 
hoped to follow the L indbergh tra n s 
A tlantic trail w ith its favorable tail 
w inds if w eather perm itted, b u t a t 
A. M. the Zeppelin’s position flashed 
to the navy dep artm en t a t W ashing 
ton showed she w as veering to the 
south from Col. L indbergh’s course. 
At th a t hour th e G raf w as about 
300 m iles east of New Y ork and was 
m aking 75 m iles an hour. 
At 12:50 A. M. EST., tw o radio mea 
sages w ere received a t the naval air 
station here direct from th e dirigible

“The m ission of the G raf Zeppelin, 
said E ckener before departing, ‘‘is not 
to m ake m oney—it is to prove to your 
financiers th a t com m ercial tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion by airship is safe, feasible and 
potentially profitable.”

On the other hand the store handles a wide variety of articles 
and under normal conditions will do a volume of business such 
that the cost of selling each item is comparatively small.

Singing 
in Street* to 
HU Living. 
Earn 


Belfast, Ireland.—Virtually a man 
without a country, an American who 
fought for Britain In the World war 
Is singing in the streets of Belfast, 
accompanied by his wife, In a desper­ 
ate effort to keep body and soul to­ 
gether. 
He has made two round trips across 
the Atlantic trying to 
re-enter the 
land where he was born. 
He was 
turned back at Ellis island, and the 
emigration officials at Liverpool sent 
him back to America again because 
they thought the American authorities 
had no right to refuse him permission 
to land. 
George Young was born in Rhode 
Island and has the birth certificate 
to prove it. 
At the age of eighteen 
he decided to see the world. 
He wa* 
In Ireland at the outbreak of the 
World war and joined the Royal Irish 
Fusiliers. 
During months of fighting in Fram e 
Young was wounded three times and 
iven the military medal for bravery 
under fire. 
He remained in the army 
until 1023, when he was given un hon­ 
orable discharge and started to work 
on a farm near Belfast. 
Things went nicely with the soldier 
of fortune and he 
received 
money 
from his family in America to pay his 
passage home. 
He had no difficulty 
getting aboard ship when he showed 
his birth certificate. 
But it was a 
different story at Ellis island. 
Th* 
emigration officials held that the oath 
of 
allegiance 
to 
the 
British 
flag, 
taken when he Joined the fusiliers, 
made him an alien, and that he would 
have to await his turn on a quota 
passport. 
The State department upheld the 
decision of the Ellis island officials 
and Young returned to Liverpool. Frow 
there he was shipped to New York 
once 
more, 
and 
hack 
again. 
He 
finally reached Belfast, but has been 
unable to find work. 
“To make things worse,” 
Young 
said, “all my pupers, including 
my 
birth certificates, were retained by the 
steamship company and sent to New 
York in connection with the charge 
against the company of bringing me 
to America without a visa. 
I can n o t, 
get a passport until my papers are re­ 
turned. 
It seems unfortunate that I 
cannot return to America, because I 
fought for Britain. 
If I finally get a 
passport, I will have to walt my turn 
on the quota. 
In tile meantime I sup­ 
pose I shall have to keep on singing 
in the streets.”

Ex-Alderman M artin Anderson Files 
Petition by 106 Alleged 
Freeholders 


WANT FOUR YEAR AUDIT 


Says He W ants State Audit Irrespeo- 
tice of Audit Recently 
Conducted 
M artin Anderson.

106 alleged freeholders signing for .rn 
audit by the state of the books and 
records of the city of Brainerd for a 
period covering the past four years. 
The petition was filed with County 
Auditor Charles W. Mahlum regard­ 
less of the fact that certified public 
accountants 
a n d 
t a x 
counsellors 
Strand, Roe, Johnson Co., Minneapolis 
recently completed an audit of the city 
books for the past two years and a 
report on which was received this 
week by the city clerk, Mrs. E. T. 
Fleener. An audit of the books for 
the previous two years was also made 
by the firm of Strand, Roe, Johnson 
Co. 
Audit of the books by the Minne­ 
apolis accountants was ordered by the 
city council and voted in favor of by 
M artin Anderson while an alderman. 
In a telephone conversation with 
the Dispatch today M artin Anderson 
stated that he wished the state audit 
. to stand irrespective of the audit con 
ducted by the certified public account­ 
ants. 
; 
“I ain riot accusing anynoe of be­ 
ing crooked,” Mr. Anderson said, ‘‘but 
the procedure of the council has not 
been strictly in accord with the city 
charter. I take exception to the trans­ 
fer of funds from the general fund to 
specific funds -which is not in accord 
with the city charter.” 
Mr. Anderson cited the case of the 
city council paying the salary of Mrs. 
E. T. Fleener, city clerk, during a cer­ 
tain period of illness due to injuries 
sustained when she fell on the side­ 
walk on Laurel street and also the 
salary for her deputy. 
He claimed 
that the salary of the deputy should 
have been paid by Mrs. Fleener out 
of her salary. 
Mrs. Fleener was injured while on 
lier' way to conduct city business in 
the line of her duty at the Citizens 
State bank. 
Anderson said he wished a state 
audit as such a one would check every 
procedure of the council with the city 
charter. 
County Auditor Mahlum started ir. 
today checking over the validity of 
the names and as to their status as 
freeholders. 
At the completion of the checking if 
sufficient names are true freeholders 
County Auditor Mahlum will forward 
the petition to the State Corrupt roll era 
office, 
Public 
Exam ining 
division, 
State Capitol, St. Paul and a state 
audit of the books becomes inevit 
able. 
Such an audit by the state will c -st 
the city of Brainerd between $500 and 
$600 which in the opinion of several 
city officials' is a waste of city funds 
in view of the fact that audits have 
already been conducted. 
A prom inent Brainerd man who 
wished his name withheld from pub­ 
lication in order that he m ight re­ 
m ain from the scene of the con­ 
troversy told the Dispatch this m orn­ 
ing that the fact that an audit of the 
books 
has already been 
conducted 
should be em phatically impressed up­ 
on the peopl9 of Brainerd and particu­ 
larly the signers of the petition who 
possibly through failure to read of 
council procedure as published by the 
Dispatch are unaware of such action 
‘‘It should be called to their atterr 
firm that the tax payers will be the 
ones to pay^for this audit. If the peti­ 
tion is not withdrawn the audit will 
be made by the state, lf after learn­

We checked th 
details of receipts and disbursements 
and verified the balance by direct 
confirmation with the banks. 
‘‘Capital assets constitute the phy­ 
sical property and improvements of 
the city. 
The charges during the 
year, to capital assets were examined 
and found regular and proper addi- 
j lions to this account. No provision 
has been made herein for depreciation 
wear and tear of the physical assets 
A careful survey should be made of 
your city property, especially with 
reference to equipment owned, so that 
the necessary adjustm ent or charge 
off can be made for such as has been 
worn out or abandoned.
